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macro instruction ' (EOM)." A has been noted in several previous papers, an " iteration " within a 
macroinstruction as recited in claim 13 is not the same thing as a " macro instruction " as in 
Colwell '728. Applicant respectfully requests that the Examiner take care to be accurate. 

Claim 13 recites limitations that are not properly addressed in the Office Action, and that 
distinguish Colwell '728 and Papworth '473. Claim 13 is not now rejected, and may be allowed. 

IV, Other claims 

Dependent claims 6, 8, 12 and 54 are patentable with the independent claims discussed 
above. In addition, the dependent claims recite additional features that further distinguish the art. 

Other claims are amended to refine verb tenses, to clarify that the claims cover the 
relevant apparatus even when it is not operating. The claims previously had such scope; these 
amendments merely make that scope unambiguous. These amendments are not narrowing. 

In view of the amendments and remarks, Applicant respectfully submits that the claims 
are in condition for allowance. Applicant requests that the application be passed to issue in due 
course.
